Marilyn Jorgenson Reece be- 
lieves in freeways. 


She ought to. She is the first 
woman in California selected to 
supervise a state highway con- 
struction project, specifically, the 
5.4 mile gap in the Foothill Free- 
way between Van Nuys and Sun- 
land Blvds. 


Mrs. Reece is a modest and even- 
tempered woman. She is no 
stranger to the highways of the 
state. She has worked for Caltrans 
for the past 30 years. And in 1965, 
she won the Governor’s Design 
Award for her design of the Santa 
Monica and San Diego israel 
interchange. — " 

Meeting her in the Shadow Hills 
area of Sunland where the (210) 
Foothill Freeway ends, she gives 
no indication of the responsibility 
she will be shouldering soon. Con- 
struction begins within two 
weeks.

Benedictine sister

Malerich will ring in the New 

Year in prayer and solitude. 


That’s the way she'll spend her 


entire year, in fact. 

The 72-year-old Benedictine 
sister will begin a journey she 
has wanted to take since 1973 
when she received her first call- 
ing. It is one that few sisters in 
the Order of St. Benedict get to 
take, and one that most lay peo- 
ple have a difficult time under- 
standing. | 

“It’s hard to explain in words 
| that don’t sound like a cliche,” 

Malerich said. | 

During the year, which will be 

spent in a small apartment at the 


St. Joseph monastery, Malerich 
will focus on Jesus through 
prayer, which will include read- 
ing scripture, listening and 
reflection. 

She will pray not for herself, 
but for others, locally as well as 
globally, especially for those in 
Central America, to whom 
Malerich has grown so close in 
her years of work. 

She is excited to begin the 
year, even though it will remove 
her from the mainstream of soci- 
ety both at the convent and in 
the larger community. 

“It’s something I’ve wanted to 
do for a very long time.” 

This is not a sabbatical, and 
not a time of lying around taking 
it easy. A great deal of responsi- 
bility is attached to her work. — 

“My effort is to be listening 
and allowing myself to be open to 
God’s actions in me and through 
me.” 

She understands that may 
sound odd to some. And, she

said, she might not understand it 
herself had she not seen the ways 
God has worked through her in 
years past. 

She tells the story of how she 
pre-enrolled as a young woman to 


attend the College of St. Bene- 


dict. She had signed up to take a 
French class. “I had always want- 
ed to take French,” she 


explained. 


But when she arrived on cam- | 
pus, she discovered she was 
enrolled in Spanish. She tried to 
get out of Spanish and into 
French, but was unsuccessful. 

Ten years later, as a young nun, 
Malerich volunteered to go to 
China. Instead, she was chosen to 
go to Puerto Rico because she 
had taken those-eight college

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credits in Spanish. That trip allowed 
her to learn more Spanish, and 
through the years she kept her lan- 
guage skills sharp. In the mid-1980s, 
when refugees from Central America 
began arriving in the St. Cloud area, 
Malerich was asked to be a translator 
for them because of her Spanish skills. 

Since then, Spanish-speaking people 
and projects have been the center of 
her work. 


“Who knows what would have hap- 
pened had I taken French?” Malerich 
said. 

She has had a deep involvement 


with St. Cloud’s Sister City of Ten- 


ancingo, El Salvador. She has been the 
person most responsible for that union 
and the nonprofit group Partners 
Across Borders, which has sent dele- 
gates and support to Tenancingo since 


Malerich has made seven trips to Fl 
Salvador, six to the poor community of 
Tenancingo and surrounding hamlets. 
To the people of that area she is con- 
sidered “Madre” or mother. 


To carry out her year of prayer, 
Malerich has handed the reins of the 
Partners organization to others she 
thinks are extremely qualified. It 
wasn’t easy, but something she was 
ready to do. She wanted to begin her 
year of solitude two years ago, when 
she turned 70 and celebrated her gold- 
en jubilee as a nun, but the timing was- 
n’t right. 

Now, she said, it is. 

To be sure, much of her prayer will

be focused on her friends in Central 
America. She has done as much as she 
can physically to help the people of El 
Salvador. Now, through prayer, she is 
hoping to perhaps do larger things. 
Steeped in incredible poverty, El Sal- 
vador is considered Central America’s 
most deadly country. 


The government has done little to 
help the people recover. Many people 
depend on the land for their livelihood, 
yet many don’t own property. And 
many younger Salvadorans have no 
chance to further their education 
beyond sixth grade. Unemployment is 
rampant. —_ 


Because of her deep love and faith in. 


Christ, Malerich believes He will lead 


her to help the poor and sick of Central 


America as well as the rest of the 
world. 


“Tve started out in my religious life 
with that relationship with God, and it 
led me to help others, the refugees of 
Central America. Now, I’m not drop- 
ping the responsibility, but going on 
and working on it in another way, a 
deeper way. It’s not a parting, it is defi- 
nitely a deepening.” 

In her apartment, Malerich will have 
a kitchen with a microwave and a small 


bedroom and bathroom and parlor. 
There she will stay. She will spend time 
twice each day with members of the 
Benedictine community, for morning 
praise at 7 and again to celebrate the 
Eucharist at 5 p.m. 


“T don’t expect to have a lot of com- 
munication,” she said. “If someone 
says ‘Hello’ Pll say ‘Hello’ back.” 


She'll have a small radio but no tele- 
vision or e-mail, something she’s gotten 
used to. She will have a telephone. 
Anyone calling the main switchboard 
at the monastery can ask for her and 
be connected to her answering 
machine and leave a message. Mostly, 
Malerich is expecting people to leave 
messages of what they would like her 


to pray for. If someone has a need to 


discuss something, she will respond. 


“The Lord has been extremely 
faithful,” Malerich said. “He’s never let 
me down. He leads me in crazy ways 
sometimes.” | 


Besides her work with the refugees 
of Central America and the sister city 
of Tenancingo, Malerich’s sisterhood - 
has led her to 15 years of mission work 
in Puerto Rico, as well as nine years as 
a certified hospital chaplain. | 

She has a master’s degree in educa- 
tion with a concentration in mathemat- 
ics and taught Spanish and math for a 
dozen years at Cathedral High School. 
She also was assigned to work with the | 
elderly sisters at the Convent of St. 
Scholastica, an assignment that struck 
her funny when it came.

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La madre Ana Malerich

“i Donde esta la madre Ana? {No vino ella?” were 
words we heard many times on our recent trip to El 
Salvador. No one would deny that Sister Anne Malerich 
has endeared herself to the people of Tenancingo and 
become their advocate in significant political, economic, 
and educational ways. It was she who helped that city 
enter into a sister-city relationship with the St. Cloud area 
some six years ago. Partners Across Borders became the 
organization which linked the two cities in 1992 and 
continues to work with the SHARE foundation (Salvadoran 
Humanitarian Aid, Research, and Education) in 
accompanying the people of El Salvador through the 
process of resettling their villages so torn apart by a twelve- 
year civil war. Part of that work included the leadership of 
six trips to Tenancingo as well as her preparing the other 
members of the seven delegations that have traveled there 
over the years. 


ne wonders about the genesis of Sister Anne’s 
(_) nesta effective and consistently hope-filled 

work and attitude. She will tell you that her 
interest began about 12 years ago when she began 
translating and interpreting for the Central American 
refugees in our area at a time when many church 
communities were offering hospitality to refugees, 
particularly from Guatemala, Honduras, and Salvador. 
When our community decided to become a sanctuary, we 
hosted eight women over the years. It was their stories 
that filled Sister Anne with both consternation and 
compassion. Feeling a strong compulsion to do something 
about so much injustice, she spent three months in prayer 
and then three months working on the Tex-Mex border 
interviewing and preparing documents for over 100 
refugees. Her subsequent inner battle was with the anger 
and grief born of the stories and unjust causes of the pain 
and brutalities—some of which were so cruel, she has not 
yet been able to speak of them. Eventually, however, her 
anger and grief turned into strength and a determination 


to move into ministry with the peoples of Central America. 


In 1991, even as the war continued in El Salvador, she 
went into the conflict areas to visit the refugee 
communities that had decided to return to their homes 
and villages since not even death seemed such an enemy 
after seven to nine years of exile. Indeed, the refugees had 
begun to return home with new skills but with very few 
material supplies. 


Some European countries were already at work among 
specific returning communities in E] Salvador. It was time 
to form one more Sister Community to help build true and 
lasting peace, real sanctuary, in their own country. By May 
7, 1992, a group of influential merchants, educators, 
medical and church people from the St. Cloud area had 
responded to her invitation to meet with a representative 
from SHARE and, after studying profiles of both cities, 
chose Tenancingo as a good match to be twinned with St. 


Cloud. That very year, the newly-founded Partners Across 
Borders began its yearly visit to El Salvador and set the 
pattern for succeeding delegations who would take on as 
their goals: to accompany, empower, and be advocates for 
the developing people of 
the Tenancingo | 
municipality and its nine 
surrounding hamlets. 


Thousands of hours 
filled with visits, meetings, 
letters, telephone calls, 
counseling and prayer, 
lectures, publishing of 
newsletters, fund raisers, 
gathering and packing 
suitcases have characterized 
Sister Anne’s style of 
leadership during the two 
terms she has served as 
coordinator of Partners 
Across Borders. Without the 
variety of people and their 
gifts with which she has 
worked, without the background of monastic communit 
living centered around contemplative prayer and liturgical 
worship, “there is no way,” she declares, “that I could have 
continued the work.” She elaborates with convincing 
detail:

That’s the way it is! If it were otherwise, I would have 
burnt out, become frustrated and afraid. I’ve learned 
that reconciliation and forgiveness are a way of being 
in this world. The Salvadorans have taught me both; 
I have yet to hear a word of vengeance or retaliation 
from them, in spite of their 12 years of civil war. The 
Salvadorans have also given me the gift of being able 
to experience their hope in God. I ask myself how I 
can ever be discouraged after seeing their hope in the 
face of unthinkable conditions. I am grateful to my 
Benedictine community for having commissioned me 
for this work during the past eight years and for the 
support the sisters have given me along the way. We 
are partners across borders seeking to rebuild the tiny 
country of El Salvador and that part of the world 
around St. Cloud. 


As of September 1, Sister Anne completed the two three- 
year terms permitted by the by-laws of Partners Across 
Borders. Transition of leadership has been in progress since 
spring of 1998, and leadership is being assumed by Judy 
Alessio and Felix Tristani. On January 1, Sister Anne moved 
into a year of solitude and prayer at the monastery, the 
unfolding of a long-felt dream and the call to focus on Jesus 
and making that focus a different kind of outreach from 
what she has been involved in over the past 12 years. #
